To most people the whims and ca- 


prices of a watch are a deep mystery. 
Oae very common causo of the watch 
painine or losing is the disposition that 
is made of it at night. If you wear a 
watch next to'your body during thi 
ilar and put it oa a cold marble mantel- 
liieVe at night, or in fact anywhere in a 
cold rocxn. the watch is sure to either 
gain or lo«e. 


Kverybody knovra that the proximity 


of a ilyr.ama xvill magnetize the steel 
parts of n watt h ami ruin it for the time 
being. A wateli may be affected by 
electricity without Ihe owner having 
l«en near i dynamo. Th? amount of 
clevtrleity in some j-eople is so gre-Jt 
that it can seriously jfTrct the steel 
parts of a watch. A downtown watch- 
maker told a jeporter that hs often had 
examined watches which were very 
tliphtly magnetized. He vi^ed to tli- 
xaagnetize them and return them, at the 
same time cautioning the wearers not 
to go rear a oynamo. \\Tien a man ha» 
the *ame trouble with h:s xvatch con- 
tinually it Is a proof Oiat the static 
electricity in his body has affected the 
watch. 


The watchmaker raid that dark peo- 


p> are more likely to affect 
their 


watches in this way, anJ women more 
t-o than men. The amount of electrici- 
ty In the body is, of course, very slight. 
but very little is required to affect the 
ilelieate works of a watch. Persons oi 
high electric organization should wear 
a watch with a steel cafe if they hoj* 
to have an accurate tim.e-p'eve. 


A watch should never Ixr laid hori 


rontally at night, but »hould always be 
Lung upon a naiL Change of position 
will not affect a mechanically perf^c 
watch, but such • watch is yet to b-» 
nade.

FOOLED THE MANAGER. 


It is a favorite argument that if 


cau>o to vcrit, builditgj ahead cf a 
burning area could be llowa op, as th 
fanner turns a dead furrow to check tbc 
prairie fire. Thw theory is not advance* 
any rnoro by intelligent racn, saya tbo 
chief. 


"We can fight a fire 1£5 feet high, cr 


ten stories. Above that we aro well 
nigh helpless. They say that the Modern 
tall Cn proof tuildiug needs not as taceb , 
protteticn a* the ordinary low structure, j 
But the fireproof tuildirg it yet to bo 
built. The eomraunists couldn't destroy 
Paris in 1871 evtn ty the use cf barrel? 
of petroleum. In American buildings 
are all tho necessities of a lip. Lot fire, 
without tho aid cf a drop if fctroleum. 
The large structures in foreign cities 
are built far raoro tclidly than curs. 
Having fewtr forests and lees woo!. 
European builders get alecs with little 
inside trim of wood. Iron and Etcel in 
these days have taken tbe place in this 
country cf ma.sc.nry. Xothing with- 
stands fire as well as a will contracted 
brick wall. Ircii colnjacs are covered 
with four inches cf terra cotta or tricV, 
which £re and water can tear off in a 
ttort time. Then the stripped iron is 
left to warp and twist and tunlle. I 
believe the covering fhonld Le eight 
Inches. 


"With ccly one ni^ht watehman in a 


buildicpr, ia larger, likeall mortals, if 
sudden f ickness cr incapacity, aud with 
no night elevator, a Cre could get a 
good headway izi the upper Coors of a 
20 or 30 Eicry building. Cutting cct 
cf the windows and fanned ly a strong 
wind, the flarae-a could easily leap the 
narrow streets cf lower New Yesrk ard 
a fire cf cncnncua extent and damage 
begin. 


"I have always opposed patting a big 


building in City Hall park, btlicvicg 
that tbe time might ccrae when that 
area, needful as a base cf cptratirms, 
•would be tho salvation cf the city." 


Most cf the new tkyacrapers have fire 


fighting appliances of their own cf nitre 
cr less value. Tan kg on the roof and in 
the cellar aro supplied and kept full by 
various tytteta*, but these are as much 
for the ordinary requirements of "nants 
&s for possible use in fire. Some cf tho 
structures have ttandpipes inside or cut- 
side the wr-L Legally there is co way 
of compelling the builders of what is 
called a "fireproof" building to put in 
more than tbe most ordinary fire appli- 
ance*, even above the 145 foot Itae. 


Building a 20 stcrj structure is much 


like building a dwelling house in end 
respect—there's alwxyi deviations frcra 
the plans and improvements upcn them. 
For every alteration frosi the drawings 
filed with the building department the 
permission cf tbe board cf examiners 
ranst be had. II the alterations are prep- 
er, consent ii granted, tut en ccndi* 
tion that approved fire appliances be put 
In the building, particularly in tho up- 
per [tones.. These iccluds a stipulation 
that at least ore elcvatcr thill Us rrady 
to run at any.time in tbe night in cr- 
tier that the firemen can get cp and 
down quickly; the putting of hose and 
fire tuckets en each floor, and, usually, 
a ctandpipe, with couplings for each 
floor. When tho builders consent to add 
thcso equipments and other* deemed 
necessary, including a cenipetent night 
watch service-, permission ii granted to 
make the alterations. This applies cf 
course, cnly to buildings under ccn- 
itructicn recently. Of those already cp 
there ii fiaall hope cnlea the under- 
writers' offer cf lower premiums appeal 
eufficiently to the pocketbook. 


To the red that the fire resistance cf 


building mate rials ihall be known posi- 
tively, fire tests have been made under 
the supervision cf the cuprrintcndent cf 
buildings. Three turh public exhibitions 
already have been teld, and they will 
be continued at intervals through the 
winter. When finished, Superintendent 
Constable will make a report to the 
beard cf examiners.
